From the story of hisre- 
tiiriiiiiK an iiiidei'Wei);hoi1 pound of 
Hoods — his lionesty. Kducation 

was the nvi'ni fiil<'iuin on which 
Abiaham (..incoln elex'ateil himself 
to a da/.zlinu heJKht He wiiuld 
split four hundred rails lo obtain a 
single yard of homespun cloth, and 
walk miles to borrow and return 
books. Shakespeare and the Bible 
were the most woll-thiimbcd books 
anions his colliH'tioii. 'Phon he 
took to Hie study of law. There iw 
nothing' calculated to develop the 
powers of observation, keenness of 
perception and accuracy of judg- 
ment like a study and practice of 
the law. Ho cliallciiKcd Si'Uator 
Stejjhen A. Douglas to a joint de- 
bale, havinsi llm puriios(> in view of 
boc(.miiig famous. It was accept- 
ed. They met in four dilTerent 
cities and argued the slavery ques 
tion pro and con. R"port(rs fol 
lowed them and the miglity Pioss 
diffused the famous debates still 
further. The country was .stirred 
by the intelU'ct ual olish of these 
giants. Atone |)lac<' Lincoln made 
an eloquent speech. The leporters 
for^iOt to take^^owii notes of it, and 
tliiis posterity wi'l forever sigh over 
Lincoln's " Lost Speech." Lincoln 
l)roved himself the peer of l)oiii:las, 
if not his su|>eii<ir. He ai"gU'<l 
from principle, Douglas fiom ex- 
podi«uicy. Finally Lincoln asked 
Douglas a certain question about 
the slavery. The latter replied. 
Tlie reply turned to be the splitting 
wedge for the Democratic party, 
diviiliiig it into two. 

At the wigwain, corner of Lake 
and Market Ht reels, ('hi<iago, thcfe 
were stirring times when Lincoln 
and Seward ran neck and nock for 
the nomination. While the Seward 
party wcue parading the slri'ets, 
the chamiiions of Fiincoln pa('ke<l 
the Wigwam with his friends, wlio 
y(dled vo(*ifci'ously every time a 
vote went to his side. The tide be- 
gan lo turn and (inally the nomina- 
tion was nuule, then unanimously. 
Tln^ telegraph clicked the news all 
Over the country, then to Lincidn 
himself at Spriiiglield. It is char- 
acteristic of th(« man that when the 
ghiiid dcstin.V was thrust upon him, 
he quickly fohled tlie telegram in 
his pocket and exclalnuMl, "Now, 
I will lake it to Mrs. Lincoln I"

ington, D.t'., in 1H(36, and in 
Fold's Tl'»'*it>*' <»" •'«' very night of 
(he assassination of Lincoln. One 
iijght the chapel of the sclioid was 
packed to hear him lecture ,oii the 
terrible inci<lents of the night, and 
your eoii-espundent was fortunate 
enough to be prcNeiit. 'I'lie tloclor 
.Hitw and heard the people applaud 
when the I'residenlial party "m1> 



ed and took their pl-vces in the box 
noiir the stage.- The President 
IkiwciI in return and sat back lo 
enjoy the play of "American 
('t)nsiii." At ab')Ut eleven o'clock 
the fatal slioi was heard that elec- 
Irilied the hnusiv A m;iii jumped 
liom the l)ox on the stage, but not 
befori^ the American flag had 
caught him by the spurs on his 
boots. Brandishing a dagger in 
his left hand, he exclaimed, ".s/r 
semper lyraiiiiis'''' Then with aid 
of the datrgcr he workeil his way 
out of the theatre and mounting 
his horse dashed avay across the 
Long Bridge into Maryland, as they 
carried the iiostr.ate Lincoln into 
the house across the street. Then 
imagine the funeral coflege which 
tlie whole country followed from 
Washington to SpriiiL-lield.

First he thinks it a novel 
means of comiuunioation without 
sound or words which 'le rniuht 
easily learn in five minutes. After 
rubbernecking at the gyrations a 
while he finds it is all Greek to him, 
the novelty suddenly wears off, then 
the laugh comes in — another way of 
saying " the grapes ar? sour," 

Of all bunco games, 'the nerviest 
is that Qf the oonfldence man, who 
wheedles parents into having 
taught l)y the pure-oral metho<i a 
mule child whom nature intended 
for a worker and not a talker, at 
the expense of the bmader know- 
ledge and mentality which the com- 
l)lned meihod affoi'ds. 

Go into the workhops, the eonnt- 
iiig moms of our land, ave even in- 
to the state leuislatui'es and the 
United States House of Represen- 
tatives, and you will find thousands 
of the hearing who rarely utter a 
a word through the day. These 
men ai'e most potent factors in the 
advancement of art, science and 
civili«atliiu. With them much talk- 
ing is not necessary, and when a 
loquacious person is around with his 
chin music they tell him to go to 
Greenland, or some other place. 
When so many such men can 
almost do without speech, isn't it a 
sheer waste of time, money and 
energy, toatten\pt teauli speech and 
lip-readi\ig to a vast ^uajority of 
deaf-mutes V 

Purc-ornUsts lay gr*>at str-ess up- 
Qu their arirument that deaf-mutes 
who can ariiculate and read the 
lips even a little, are more popular 
with their hearing fellows than the 
mute who cannot. I say bosh | ari«J 
feel sorry. It depends upon whe- 
ther one ia rich or poor, beautiful 
or homely, selfish or generous, 
hiight or dull, wise oi foolish, civil 
or crusty, by nature or by training 
— a thousand and one other things, 
big and little, go to determine 
whether or not any person, deaf or 
hearing, finds favor among his fel- 
lows. A sweet singer or a blow- 
hawl orator can lie as un(>opular as 
the dumbe.st of dumb muU^3 e^n be. 
And, considering all, the question, 
as to whether a mute can articulate 
or read speech is supremely iufiai* 
tcsimal.

horse to look at. He makes money 
for his mastei. Well and t'eod ; 
but if you put this horse in front of 
a load of hay — that's another thing. 
He goes a little ways, then sweats 
and pants and falls in the road. 
Unhitch him gently and haul him 
to the circus in an ambulance. Get 
another horse that never learned to 
play tag or walk a rope, but knows 
iOl iiboiit pulling a plow. Attach 
him to the Layload. What does he 
do? He trBts merrily to the barn, 
the load behind hini, and has an 
appetite for his oafs Here is a 
perfect analogy in the question of 
methods in educating lieaf children. 
The oral inethoil is for show ; the 
sign method is tor utility. A deaf- 
mute taught to read the lips liy 
watching the shadow of the speaker 
on the wall, and all that sort of 
thing, is, like the circus horse, very 
accomplished, and he might get a 
job in a dime museum. People 
will look at him with bi^r eyes, and 
lower jaws down, but if the pure- 
oral ists get in their work, and there 
become many like him, he will 
cease to be an attraction. Take 
another mute child, use the swift, 
easy and natural ijn'thod of signs, 
and if he is apt, he will learn much 
quicker than he would by the slow 
oral method. Ho does not work 
half as har^l, has time left to learn 
a trade or profession, and if not in- 
dolent or vicious he will get ahead 
ill the race of life. The fuunieat 
thing is this; Whoever heard of 
any tr'aitier of a circus horse stand- 
ing up in the ring an<i telling the 
farmci's they should train their 
horse to tire pistols and use hand- 
kerchiefs, instead of drawing hay 
and earningtheir oats)* Yet we see 
punvoral cranks attemptlnu to 
make of deaf-mutes little 
museum freaks.

The lecture was given in the sign 
language in such a way as to make 
it one full of gi-eat interest, charm 
and encour.'igement, and the in- 
tetise attention which the autlience 
accorded the professor, showed him 
to be a master in the av .f 1. .'tid- 
ing in the sign l.iiiguagr 

The professor beg;in ms lei-uire 
by defining "Brains" as that in- 
defiu'ible, subtil- something, that 
we call i>y all sorts of n.-mu s, abil- 
ity, intidligonce, Talent, genius, 
wisdom, rea.S(mini; power, intellect, 
and so "forth" Peoph- of go> d 
education fail in life because the,\ 
do not po8.«es that element iiect f- 
8 iry to i/,s'e' th'-ir knowledge and 
learning. The lirain wirk is me- 
ch.'inical. * * The secret of sue 
ee.ss is no secret ; it is brains that 
brinj;s success. If we do not us«' 
our brains, we aiv little more than 
machines. In whatever you do, 
use your brains ; without usini 
them you gain no skill ; you make 
no step forward, but like the ox. 
tread the SJime way tomorrow as 
ytm did to-day. 

'I'he speaker then went on to 
s|)eak of Lincidn as a good example 
of the man with brains, illustrat- 
ing it by the Lincoln Douglas tie- 
bates Great men simjily use, by 
force of their ability, iheTr brains. 
Ca'sar was not liorn an EmiK'ror, 
Alexander fought his way to the 
mastery of the world. 

Next the physiology of braii;.'- 
was dwelt upon, and the attitude 
of phrenology. Influence of l)rains 
over the body was illustrated by 
very interesting anectltnes ; some of 
which were humorous. 

The m.'irks of jjienius or lirains 
were discussed.

But the Duke of Wel- 
lington who defeated N ipoleon was 
very tall ; Lincoln whi> defeated 
Doujifliis was a tall sapliny:, while 
his opponent was a little man.
